Few men in modern Atlanta life have been 
more widely respected and loved than Jerome 
Jones, editor of the Journal of Labor, who 
died on Tuesday morning. 

Mr. Jones was for many years a leader in 
the south of organized labor. He belonged to 
the older school and was a close friend and 
confident of the late Samuel Gompers, for 
many years president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Under the presidency of Wil- 
liam Green, Mr. Jones continued his devotion 
to the AFL and was always a highly respect- 
ed member of the organization’s inner councils. 

Mr. Jones was born to the publishing busi- 
ness, his father having been the editor of a 
daily newspaper in Nashville, where Jerome 
Jones was born. He came to Atlanta in 1898,

NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—(UP)—Jack Dempsey, who attracted 

pugilism’s first million-dollar gate at Jersey City 19 years ago, 
will referee the Maxie Baer-Pat Comiskey battle there Thursday 
night. “ 
Two other former champions also will officiate on the card, 
Promoter Jack Kearns announced today. Jim Braddock, ex- 
heavyweight ruler, will referee the six-round semi-final be- 
tween Bill Poland, of New York, and Joe O’Gatty, of Toms 
River, N. J. Mickey Walker, former middleweight king, will be 
third man in one of the four-round preliminaries. 

Meanwhile, Comiskey became the 6-5 favorite in the heaviest 
betting on a fight in five years. 

When wagering opened two weeks ago, former Champion 
Baer was established as the 2-1 favorite. Steadily increasing 
support for 19-year-old Comiskey hammered the odds to even 
money yesterday, and young Pat moved into the favorite’s berth 
for the first time today. 

Baer’s manager, Ancil Hoffman, is trying to bet $30,000 on 
Madcap Maxie. Already he has got down $5,000 at even money 
and the new 6-5 price. Ancil figures that “sentimental betting” 
by wealthy Irish businessmen in all parts of the country will 
send Comiskey into the ring favored at 8-5. 

Price-Maker Eddie Borden described the bout as “the big- 
gest betting fight since Baer and Louis met in 1935.” 

Baer concluded his boxing preparations at Meadowbrook 
Bowl, Newark, N. J., with two rounds against Jim Robinson.

I do know that 
Atlanta’s problem, while djiffi- 
cult, owing in! part to the casual, 
unplanned manner in which the 
central part of the city just “grew 
up,” will require the best engi- 
neering talent to solve. I know 
also that the means exist for its

other purposes than highway con- 
struction, maintenance and. aux- 
iliary activity. Georgia’s highway 
record drew praise from him. 

“We are very proud of what 
your state is accomplishing,” he 
caid. “It is a challenge to other 
states. Much praise is due your 
Mr. M. C. Bishop, director of the 
division of traffic and safety. He 
wes a pupil of mine at a short 
course held at the University of 
Tennessee, and we are all proud 
of his record.” 

The expert warned against “lit- 
tle nibbling things” being accept- 
ed as traffic cures. 

“Get your plan, based on what 
is wrong,” he declared, ‘‘and then 
follow it through. In that way 
you will solve your problem and 
greatly benefit your city.”
